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INTRODUCTION. 

The following paces have been prepared to accompany 
Ensign, Bridgnian, & Fanning's Map of the Seven Great 
States of the West. The territory embraced in the Map is 
1,200 miles long and 600 broad, containing 730,000 square 
miles, or 460,000,000 acres, and is capable of sustaining 
75,000,000 of people. This vast plain already contains 
about 7,000,000 inhabitants ; and the tide of immigration 
which is rapidly flowing into it,^ of persons from every na- 
tion, is without a parallel in any age or country, and is fast 
developing the abundant resources of this fruitful region 
of our Union. Untiring industry and enterprise, aided by 
liberal and enlightened legislation, are laying a broad foun- 
dation for unexampled prosperity. Lands which but as 
yesterday were in the undisputed possession of the Indians^ 
are now covei'od with large cities and towns ; and nothing 
can prevent an onward march to greatness, provided correct 
principles are inculcated, and wholesome laws are enacted 
and obeyed. A mere outline of the geography, history, 
and present position of the several states, is all that is at- 
tempted in this work. Particular attention is invited to 
the accompanying Map, as containing more correct infor- 
imation than any work of the kind heretofore published. 
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OBIO. 

This state is bounded north by the state of Michigan and 
Lake Erie, east by Femuylvania, and the Ohio river, which 
separates it frcnn Virginia, gonth by the Ohio river, and west 
by Indiana. Its length, is 216 mites, and mean breadth 200 
miles, containing 44,000 sqnare miles, or 26,576,000 acres. The 
noble river from wluch the state derives its name, washes its 
eastern and sonthem bonndary for 470 miles. The Drst per- 
manent settlement was made at Marietta, in 1789, by a New 
England colony. The Indians remained hostile to the whites 
imril General Wayne's expedition against them in 1794 -, but 
little more tiian half a centaiy has elapsed since that time, and 
yet it ranks the third state in population in the Union. It was 
received into the confederacy or states in 1802. While there 
are no moontains in Ohio, yet its surface is a lofty table land, 
rising somewhat north of the centre of the state 1,000 feet 
above the surface of the ocean. The northern portion of Uie 
state (the waters of which flow into Lake Brie) is generally 
level, and in some sections very extensive marshes are found. 
Ninteen twentieths of the state is susceptible of a high degree 
of improvement. It is one of t^e richest and moift productive 
states in the Union, abundantly rewarding the labor of the hus- 
bandman. Every white male inhabitant twenty-one years of 
age, who has resided in the state one year next preceding 
jthe election, and who has paid a state or county tax, is entitled 
to vote. There are 820 miles of internal improvements, at a 
cost of $15,123,000 already completed. Total amount of taxa- 
ble proper^ in 1847, $393,547,821. The population in 1790 
was 3,000 ; m 1800, 45,360; in 1810, 230,760 ; m 1820. 581,143 i 
m 1830, 937,637 ; in 1840, 1,519,467 ; in 1850, 1,980,408.

Olair liven, and Lakes St. Clair and Haron, soath by the itatet oi 
Ohio and Indiana; and west by Lake Michigan. Its extremo 
length is 280 miles, and average breadth 175 miles ; containing 
87,500 square miles, or 24,000,000 acres. The northern, or np- 
per peninsnla is boonded north by Lake Saperior ; east by St 
Mary's river, which separates it from Canada ; south by Lake 
Micnigan, Green Bay. and Menomonee river; and west by 
Montreal river. Its extreme length is 330 miles, and from 20 
to 150 miles broad, containing about 31,000 square miles, or 
19,840,000 acres ; making in the whole state 43,840,000 acres. 
The southern peninsula is slightly undulating, seldom forming 
a perfect level. It gradually rises in the north, some 200 feet 
above the level of the lakes, while there are some marshy and 
swampy tracts near Detroit river, and Lake St. Clair, yet in 
xnost parts of the state, are heavy forests, and a soil of unusual 
richness. The northern peninsula is more hilly and less fertile 
than the southern. The copper liiines of this region are begin- 
ning to attract much attention ; they are said to be very exten- 
sive, and some of them have already produced large quantities 
of ore of unasual puritv. As early as 1615, Champlain tra- 
versed Lake Huron, ana about 1755, missions and posts were 
established at Michilimackinac, and Bault de St. Mury. On 
the r^uction of Canada in 1760, it passed into the hands of tiie 
English, who relinquished it to the United States, in 1796. In 
1805, the territory of Michigan comprising all that tract lying 
north of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, was set off with a district 
government, and in 1836, it was admitted into the Union as a 
state. This section of country is fast peopling with actual set- 
tlers, from the eastern states and Europe, and will very soon 
hold a distinguished rank among the great states of the West. 
Eveiy white male citizen 21 years of age, resident in the state 
nx noKmths, is entitled to a vote — ^population in 1810, 4,528 in 
1880, 9,086 ; in 1630. 31,689 ; in 1840, 212,276 ; in 1850, 397,654*

This state is bounded on the north by Michigan lake mm! 
state, en St by Ohio, south by the Ohio nver, which separate! 
"it from the state of Kentucky, and west by the state of Illinois. 
Its length is 268 miles, and mean breadth 145 miles, containing 
37,000 square miles, or 23,680,000 acres. 

As early as 1672, Allouez and Dablon, missionaries, visited 
this state, and in 1679, the northern part was traversed by La 
Salle. It was claimed by France, from 1683 to 1763, when it 
was relinquished to the English. Trading posts were formed at 
Vincennes, South Bend, and Fort Wayne m 1799 ; the first terri- 
torial legislature was convened in 1800, when the first mail route 
from Louisville to Vincennes, was established. This state has 
l»een the theatre of much border warfare, and here many Indian 
councils have been held, and many treaties entered into. It 
was admitted into the Union in 1816. There are no mountains 
in Indiana, though there is much broken and hilly land border- 
ing on Ohio, and the Ohio river. Large quantities of excellent 
prairie and bottom land is found along most of the rivers, bat 
near the lakes on the north, extensive marshes and swamps 
impede settlements in their vicinity. The state as a whole 
possesses a soil of unusual richness, capable of producing as 
good returns to the husbandman as any state m the Union.

This rich and highly favored state is bounded north by Wii* 
consin, east bv Indiana and Lake Michigan, south and soath- 
east by the Ohio river, which separates it from Kentucky, and 
west by the Mississippi river, which divides it from the states 
of Missouri and Iowa. Its medium length is 355 miles, and 
average breadth 165 miles, containing 59,000 square miles, or 
38,080,000 acres. The first settlements in this state were made 
at Kaskaskia, and Cahokia in 1720, by die French from Cana- 
da, where some of their descendants are still found. In 1763, 
by the treaty of peace between Great Britain and France, this 
country came into possession of the English. Most of the set- 
tlements have been made since 1800, when Illinois and Indiana, 
were separated from Ohio and became a separate territory; 
in 1809, It was separated fiiom Indiana, and a territorial govern- 
ment was formed, and in 1818, it was admitted into the Union 
In common with other states of the west, Illinois has no mount 
ains ; a small section of the southern part is hilly, and on itf 
northern border the land is much broken. Some sixty miles ot 
the southern part of the state, is mostly covered with timber, 
while three fifths of the remainder is prairie or bottom land 
yielding abundant crops of all kinds of prodi^ce, common to the 
oomitry. The richest lead mines in the world are found in tbe 
northwestern parts of the state. Every white male citixen, 
twenty-one years of age, who has resided in the state one year 
next preceding the election, is entitled to vote. Internal im.

NebrasKa. It is 265 miles long and its mean breadth is S33 
miles, containing 64,000 square miles, or 40,960,000 acres. In 
1763, this state was visited by Marquette, and in the following 
year a settlement was made at 8t Louis, by the French. K 
was erected into a distinct territory in 1805, and in 1821, it was 
admitted into the Union. This state presents a ereat variety 
of surface and soil, and the alluvial bottoms fjJong tne rivers are 
of great extent, and of unknown depth. On receding from the 
banks of the river, the land rises in many places into elevated 
barrens, rocky clefts, and flinty ridges. In the southeastern 

£art of the state, are large tracts of marshy lands, with numerous 
ikes, the waters of which often inundate the land. Three 
fifths of the state is susceptible of a high degree of cultivation. 
In thia state are found altogether the greatest amount and 
variety of minerals, of any section of North America. In St. 
Francis county is located the celebrated Iron mountain, proba- 
bly of the greatest extent of any on the globe. The lead mines 
are rich and inexhaustible ; they were worked 125 years ago, 
but were suspendQi) nntil after the cession of Louisiana to the 
United States in 1 803. Here also in more or less abundance are 
found zinc, cod, plaster, chalk, jasper, onyx, agate, manganese, 
cobalt, antimony, ochre, plumbago, potters' clay, marble, Ac.

This state is bounded north by Minnesota territory, eatt by 
the Misflitiippi river, which leparatet it from Illinois and Wi»> 
eonsini soain by Missouri, and west by the Missoari river which 
separates it from Nebraska district, and the Indian territory. 
It is 275 miles long and 190 miles broad, containing 57.500 
•qnare miles, or 36,800,000 acres. Along the Mississippi are 
ftiand beautifbl prairies running back from one to eight miles to 
bhiflb or ridges *, back of these the rolling prairies commence, 
which in the centre of the state are considersbl}^ elevated, 
tombg the waters east of the ridge into the Mississippi, and 
those on the west into the Missouri. The northwestern sec- 
tion of the state is also rolling prairie and timberland. Along 
the northeastern section, bordering on the Mississippi river, the 
high bluffs or mountains of several hundred feet, rising abruptly

and almost 9veriianguig the river, presenting a spectacle both 
inblime and picturesque — the lofty heights on either side of th6 
river comprised of immense rocks, or variegated with different 
colored layers of strata of earth — will abundantly repay the trav 
eller for a journey from St. Louis to St. Peter's to behold. Thia 
state and Wisconsin are settling more rapidly than any other 
MCtian of the great west, and as most of tlie soil is Df unusual 
richness, a vast population will soon be found within its limits, 
reaping its abundant harvests. The Iowa country as late as 
1832, was an Indian territory when (with a small tract ceded in 
1837), it was purchased of the Sauks and Foxes, though there 
was a company of miners engaged in the lead business at Du- 
buque, in 1825.

WiscowsiN is bounded ou the north by Lake Superior, northcftM 
by the Meuomoneo and tlie Moutrecd rivers and noithem poninsuUi 
of Alichigan, ea^t by Lake Michigan, south by IDinoic, and vreet by 
the ftlisflusippi and 8t Croix rivers, which separates it front the state 
of Iowa and Minnesota territory. Its extreme length is 29U miles, 
and its greatest breadth 245 miles. It contains 53,924 square miles, or 
34,511,360 acres. The surface of this state is greatly diversiiied : the 
southern section is composed of heavy-timbered and prairie land, 
containing a richness of soil unsurpassed in any country. It is well 
adapted to all the productions of a northern climate, having ull the 
characteristics oi' an agricultural country. 

Not only is it beginning to attract the enterprising of our own 
country, but from Europe multitudes are finding their way to thii 
garden of the world, ana investing their means where no lordly tax« 
gatherer will claim most of the hard-earned productions of their toil. 
Lead ore, in^eat abundance and of imusual purity, is found in the 
■outbeaatem portion' of the state. Cop{>er and iron are al<«o found. 

At an early period, the French had a fortilied trading po5t at Green 
Bay. In 1819, some 500 half-breeds and Canadians were located 
along the banks of the rivers near this point In 1834, a settlement 
was commenced at Milwaukie, and soon aiter at Racine, Sheboygan, 
and Southport At Prairie du Chien, on the east bank of the Missis. 
sippi, the United States have a military post (Fort Crawford), situated 
on an extended plain of great beauty and fertility. In 18:38, 23,040 
acres of land were granted for a imiversity, and a sixtccntli i'cction 
of every surveyed township has been reserved* from sale for the use 
of conunon schools.

Tms vast territory Is bounded north by British America, eb«t by Min- 
nesota,- Towa. ana Missouri, south by Kansas, and West by Utah, Ore^ 
gon, and Washington.

Area, 335,000 
aquare miles, or nearly six tmies as large as Illinois^ Vace of the coun- 
try greatly diversified. Soil not unlike that of the same latitude in the 
•tates adjoining : though portions, eapeeially in tbe valley of the Yellow 
Stone river, are exceedingly fertile. This territory, hitnerio the para- 
dise of the hunter and trapper, ia now being inhabited liy emigrants from 
the east, settlements having Men commenced at Kort Kearney, BeUe^ 
view. Fort Calhoun, and Omaha city, the capital, tt was formerly part 
of the Louisiana purchase, and was formed into a territory, in 1854» in 
connection with Kansas.

The population, hitherto almost entirely Indian, is now rapidly changioip 
by emigration from the border and Eastern states. Forts nave been 
erected along the emigrant routes to the Pacific, for the protection Off 
mail-carriers and traders, and a large number of missionary atatioat 
have been established.

of the Union. The United States have guarantied to tbe Indiana a gov- 
emroent of their own choice, unmolested, except so far as is necessary to
